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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification

Claims Objection 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 1-68 have been renumbered 69-131. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 69-131 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

The claims are incomprehensible and the subject matter of the claims are not 
clear to conduct prior art search and properly address the claims, for example its not 
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clear as to whether the selected two audio segments are the same as the earlier and 
the latter audio segment or the steps iterated are how the two selected segments are 
obtained. It's also not clear what the reference audio segment is for the "earlier and 
later" audio segments recited in the claims. 

Claims 112-122 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In the preamble of these claims a method, apparatus 
or a system is not stated for "generating" the synthesized voice signal.
